We are 
trying to get additional information and 
until] there has been secured the fullest 
information the democrats in the senate 
will not decide upon the course they will 
pursue. 

“One fact of a very serious character 
which has been ascertained is that the 
United States government on the day be- 
fore the alleged revolution ordered the 
United States warships, which had been 
previously ordered to Colon and Panama, 
not to permit the Colombian government 
to land troops to suppress any attempt- 
ed revolution. It Is difficult, in the ab- 
sence of further information, to avoid 
the conclusion that the United States 
government, if not the instigator, was 
mainly instrumental in accomplishing 
the alleged revolution.

NO DECISION 
ON ROAD TAXES 


Grand Jury Has Not Adop- 
ted Presentment on 
Subject. 


The committee on roads and bridges of 
the Fulton county grand jury has under 
consideration the matter of changing the 
present method of improving the public 
highways of the county, but nothing has 
as yet been adopted and no recommenda- 
tion has been made to the grand jury. 

The statement in an afternoon guoll- 
eation that the grand jury had already 
decided to recommend in its presentments 
that a road tax of $2 be demanded from 
every one of legal age, without the op- 
tion of working the roads for five days 
in lieu of the payment is incorrect, say 
members of the grand jury. The com- 
mittee has not yet made its report, and 
the grand jury would not think of put- 
ting such a clause in the presentments 
without first hearing from the commit- 
tee. 

The committee on roads and bridges, 
however, has had under consideration a 
number of plans for the improvement 
of the rouds of the county, and sum- 
moned all road commissioners of Fulton 
county for the purpose of hearing their 
opinions. A number of solutions to the 
question were advanced and among them 
was one which does not allow the op- 
tion of working the roads for five days 
in Heu of paying $2.60 for road tax; in- 
Stead it required a payment of $2 for 
read tax from every one of legal] age. 

Those who advanced this opinion stated 
to the members of the committee on roads 


‘and bridges that they belleved the money 


obtained from the $2 payments would be 
of much greater benefit to the roads 
than the work that is now given by those 
on the rural districts. «¢ 

The committee on roads and bridges 
now has the matter under consideration 
and it is probable that some conclusion 
will be reached in a few days.

States Begun Yesterday 
with Naval Review 
en River. 


New Orleans, December 18.--avored 
with ideal weather, which made the naval! 
review on the river a brilliant function, 
the series of three days’ celebrations in 
commemoration of the transfer of the 
province of Loulsiana from France to the 
United States was inaugurated today. 

It was in New Orleans, on December 20, 
a century ago, that the dramatic scene 
was enacted which, in Napoleon's lan- 
guage, gave the American republic an 
empire, and tomorrow, in the same room 
of the Cabildo in which Governor Clal- 
borne and General Wilkinson received tne 
transfer of the mighty territory, which 
only twenty days before the French had 
accepted from Spain, the events of that 
memorable day will have a ceremonial 


duplication. 

So indissolubly linked are Louisiana 
and New Orleans with the historic details 
of the transfer that two years ago the 
Louisiana legislature authorized an ofil- 
cial celebration of the transfer. It wae 
desired to make the occasion of national] 
and international signiticance. 

The Louisiana Historical Society was 
given control of the ceremonies. Invita- 
tions to participate were extended to 
congress, the federal government and the 
president, and through the secretary 0. 
state to France and Spain as prime fig- 
ures in the changes of Loulsiana’s sov- 
erignty. 

Congress failed to pass the legislation 
necéssary to send an official delegation 
of senators and representatives, but the 
navy department. ordered Admiral] \,.s¢, 
with four ships, to be present, and the 
French and Spanish guvernments accept- 
ed the invitation and arranged to be 
represented, the former by her ambassa- 
dor and the fine cruiser Julien de la 
Graviere, and the latter by her consul 
and one of her war ships, the Rio de la 
Plata, the latter of which, however, has 
unfortunately not yet reached here. 

The management of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition gave the enterprise its 
cordia] support and promptly accepteu 
the invitation to its president and direc- 
tors to attend. Under auspicious conai- 
tions the carrying out of the historical 
society's programme began at noon today 
with the review of the fleet.

Washington, December 18.-—The seven- 
teenth annual report of the interstate 
commerce commission was transmitted 
to congress today. 

The preliminary income account of the 
year ending June 30, 1903, shows rail- 
way returns for 201,457 miles of line, 
which fs approximately 98 per cent of 
the entire mileage in the United States. 
Gross earnings for that year amounted to 
$1,890,150,679, or $9,382 per mile of line, 
Operating expenses aggregated $1,248,- 
520,483, or $6,197 per mile, leaving net 
earnings of $641,630,196, or $3,185 per 
mile, Fifty-three million dollars in taxes 
are not included in this statement of 
operating expenses. Compared with the 
previouge year the net earnings are great- 
er by some thirty-four millions and stock 
dividends are greater by nearly ten mil- 
lion. In 1897 the gross earnings averaged 
only $6,122 and operating expenses $4,106 
per mile of line. 

The Elkins Law. 

The legislation passed by the last con- 
gress, commonly Known as the Elkins 
law, is discussed. The commission says 
that the origina] law, the act to regulate 
commerce, embraces two distinct objects, 
or seeks to correct two Kinds of railroad 
abuses: First, to secure the publication 
of tariff rates which shall be just and 
reasonable and free from discriminations; 
and, second,.to compel carriers to observe 
the tariffs so published without variation 
or exception,

+ offenses only are affected by the Elkins 
fact, the provisions of which are mainly 
| designed to prevent or more effectually 
| reach those infractions of law, like the

poration itself is Nable to prosecu.on in 
al} cases where its officers and agents 
are Hable under the former law. This 
change corrects a defect which has al- 
Ways been a source of embarrassment, 
because it gave immunity to the princi- 
pal and beneficiary of a guilty transac- 
tion.

Refrigerator 
cars, tank cars, and stock cars are the 
kinds of cars mentioned as receiving ex- 
cessive mileage. 

Without commenting further upon this 
subject or mentioning the various meth- 
ods of reform which have been pro- 
posed, the commission repeats the opinion 
it has ‘heretofore expressed—that the 
private ownership of cars by shippers, 


or by outside concerns which furnish 


‘them to shippers, ig wrong in principle, 
because of the unjust and discriminating 


results which naturally if not inevitably 
attend the use of equipment not owned 
or absolutely controlled by the carrier. 
The commission. recommends that the 
payment of car. mileage for the use of 
private cars be regulated, and says that 
unless some better plan can be devised, 


through voluntary aetion by the car- 
riers or with the, ald of legislation, the 
allowance for the use of private cars 
shoula be controlled by the commission, 
at least to the same extent as the rates 
of transportation. 

The commission calls attention 
importance of a trustworthy valuation 
of railway property in the United States,

from a lower to a thigher class, Many 
commodities which formerly took a spe- 
clal commodity rate have been restored 
to the classification, There has also been 
a constant disposition to remove special 
privileges which had previously been ac- 
corded and to charge for services for 
which before no charge had been made. 

These increases are genera] and while 
as applied to the movement of a con- 
siderable quantity of a given article, 
they are comparatively small, they 
amount in the aggregate to an enormous 
sum, The effect of these advances has 
been to correspondingly Increase the tax 
laid upon the general body of producers 
and consumers in this country for the 
benefit of the owners of railway prop- 
erty. These advances have been usually, 
if not always, the result of concerted 
action by the carriers. It is idle to say 
that where such a condition exists there 
has not been an understanding between 
the carriers. The theory of our law has 
been that competition between different 
carriers would prevent unreasonable ad- 
vances and secure reasonabje rates. 

Without expressing an opinion as to 
whether the action of these carriers has 
amounted to violation of law—and they 
insist that it has not—the commission 
desires to point out clearly and emphat- 
ically the fact that such concert of ac- 
tion does prevail as practically eliminates 
all competition in the tariff rate. Com- 
petition formerly resulted mainly from 
the granting of secret rates which often 
resulted in the publication of the lower 
Tate; but today rates are maintained 
and there is, therefore, no inducement to 
a particular carrier to reduce the pub- 
lished rate since each appears to under- 
Stand that a reduction by it must be im- 
mediately followed by a reduction on the 
part of its competitors. The require- 
ment of the law that carriers shall com- 
pete affords no protection to the pub- 
lic. 

There is now no way in which these ad- 
VYances can be prevented, If they are 
Just and reasonable they ought not to 
be prevented. In cases where the reason-

the benefit of that doubt should be giv- 
en to the railways; but !t is impossible 
to contemplate with indifference the fact

The showing can not be called materially 
worse nor materially better than that 
made a year ago, and the total number 
of passengers killed and injured does not 
differ from the record of the preceding 
vear to such extent as to call for com- 


‘ment; but the mere continuance of the 


record, though it be ‘no worse than in 
former years, is a disgrace to the Ameri- 
can people, painful to every careful 
observer. 

That 130. or 118, or any large number 
of passengers are killed in the United 
States in the course of a year in a sin- 
gle class of accidents t{ndicates a condl- 
tion which should not pass without se- 
rious attention. These fatalities are dus 
to causes which have never been ade- 
quately considered by any department of 
the government, either of the United 
States or of any of the states, and there 
is a crying need for such consideration. 
Railroad accidents, their causes and their 
results, have been considered in judicial 
decisions, and In the deliberations and 
verdicts of coroners and coroners’ juries, 
and to a very Itmited extent by railroad 
commisstons,. but none of these have dealt 
comprehensively. with the subject, and 
apparently no improvements in railroad 
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per mile of line. This average is $757 
larger than the average as shown in the 
complete report for 1902. Of the gross 
earnings per mile of line, $2,525 were 
assignable to the passenger service and 
$6,630 to the freight service. The operat- 
ing expenses of the roads totalized $1,- 
248,520,483. This aggregate is equiva- 
lent to an expenditure of $6,197 per mile, 
or of $620 more per mile than was shown 
in the complete returns for 1902. The 
net earnings thus shown for the year 
1903 were $641,630,196. Those of essen- 
tially the same lines for the year 1902 
were $607,547,926. On the same mileage 
basis the net earnings averaged $169 
motfe per mile for 1903 than for the pre 
vious year, 

The total net income of the roads in- 
cluded in this advance report was $734,- 
709,435. This amount includes $93,079.-. 
239 received as income from corporate 
investments and miscellaneous sourcés. 
The aggregate of the deductions from in 
come was $643,546,723. The principal 
items comprised in these deductions were 
interest on funded debt, rents of leased 
lines, permanent improvements charged 
to income, taxes (which were $52,960,- 
004), and dividends. The resulting sur- 
plus from operations was $91,162,712 
The full report for 1902 showed a sur.- 
plus of $94,855,088 

The dividends declared during the year 
ending June 30, 1903, by the railway 
companies for which returns appear in 
the preliminary report amounted to $159,- 
310,010. This sum exceeds that repre- 
senting the dividends of corresponding 
lines for 1902 by $9,589,700.

Stand Pat on Cotton. 

The experts of the customs depart- 
ment of the treasury estimate tiaat the 
balance of trade for the year now clos- 
ing will be nearly $500,000,000 in favor 
of the United States. Over _ three

Barranquilla, December 4.—When T last 
visited Colombia, four years ago, the 
country was in the first throes of one of 
its worst revolutions. Ever since that 
time the republic has been confronted 
with one disaster after another, that has 
brought about a condition of political un- 
rest and commercial stagnation thorough- 
ly disheartening to those whose Iives and 
fortunes are involved here. During this 
disastrous period there have been months 
when all river and railroad traffic have 
been suspended; the 
part of the country, the interior, has been, 
at times, shut off fom the rest of the 
world; crops have been either abandoned 
or wantonly destroyed; and, worst of all, 
the national currency has depreciated in 
value to a degree that has never before 
been known in the financial history of a 
long-established government. Today, in 
the coast cities of Colombia, an American 
dollar is worth one hundred and fifty 
dollars of Colombian money; in Bogota, 
and all through the interior, the same 
dolar is worth two hundred Colombian 
dollars. 

“And that is the inner cause of all the 
terrible calamities that are besetting us 
today,”’ say some of the more astute of 
the Colombian politicians. ‘We virtually 
have no money. We are laboring under a 
financial policy that has sapped the 
strength of the republic, ever since It 
was inaugurated, eighteen years ago, by 
President Nunez. This internal weakness 
has made possible the continuous revolu- 
tions that have menaced our existence as 
a nation, and that contemplates our ter- 
ritorial dismemberment today. It is be- 


' cause We practically have no money that 


the republic of Panama is becoming an 
accomplished fact—that our appeals to 
the United States in this great crisis are 
futile and ineffective.” 

This is the view of the average Colom- 
bian as regards the causes of the prés- 
ent downfall of the republic. But, not- 
withstanding the pessimism and despond- 
y which mark this expression of opin- 
it is singular to note the patriotic 
enthusiasm, the abandonment of party 
strife, the unanimity of public senti- 
ment, that has been created throughout 
“elombia by the secession movement on 
the isthmus. Libetals, conservatives, 
foreigners, even Ameficans doing busi- 
in this country, have expressed 
me in a way that is in 
singular contrast with what I found to be 
the current opinion on the same subject 
throughout the West Indies. 


Indignation of an American. 
As an example of the prevailing sentl- 
ment among Americans, the following 
statement has been made to me by E. P. 
Peilet, a citizen of the United States, 
who has served for twenty-four years as 
American consul in this city, where until

‘two years ago he has published a weekly 
| paper 


in English. “The Shipping List,” 
devoted to American interests in the re- 
public of Colombia. Although Mr. Pellet 
resigned from the consular service two 
vears ago, his Americanism is as fervent 
as ever, and he !s generally regarded a 
the “‘doyen”’ of the American colony In 
Colombia by his fellow-citigens resident in 
this country. In regard to the secession 
of Panama, Mr. Peliet says: 

“When news was received that the de- 
partment of Panama had issued a pro- 
nunciamiento declaring ttself free from 
Colombia, as the ‘Kepublica de Panama,’ 
this act was said to have been accoin- 
plished with the connivance of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. At the 
time I tried to refute the latter part of 
this statement, declaring that it was itm- 
possible that the American nation should 
play the part of a filibusterer and intrigue 
with the isthmus in aid of a separation. 
I felt uneasy, but could not bring myseif 
to think that our government would so 
disgrace itself by such ah act. But my 
fondest hopes were dissipated on reading 
a letter by the agent of the Harfison 
line of steamers to the agents of the 
same line in this city. To quote froin 
memory, he said: ‘I have been advised 
by the general superintendent of the rall- 
road that no troops will be allowed to 
land in Colon. The steamship Nashville 
commands the situation.’ There could be 
no misunderstanding this. A United 
States ship of war prevents a recognized 
government, a friendly power, from send- 
ing aid in preserving the integrity of its 
own territory. What would have been 
thought when Sumter was fired on, and 
the United States government sent the 
Harriet Lane with aid and supplies, had 
she been met fn Charleston narbor by a 
British man of war With orders that no 
troops would be allowed to disembark? 
There would have been such an explosion 
in the land that the é@choes would still 
be in the air, Babies would leap out of 
their cradles roaring With indignation 
against the insolent brutality of England. 
And this act is a parallel. We search 
history from the Pentateuch to the pres- 
ent, and we find no a¢t so dastardly, so 
cowardly and unjust on record. Had the 
great McKinley been in the presidential 
chair, the United States would have 
escaped this ignominy. The strenuous 
gentleman in the white house seems to 
have outgrown decency. ‘Upon what 
meat doth this our Caesar feed that he is 
grown so great’? Since David stole the 
poor man’s lamb for slaughter, I remem- 
ber no equal atrocity. 

Roast for Roosevelt. 

**T cannot express to you how this stroke 
has crushed me, In a week I have aged 
a year. A few evenings ego, a meeting 
was held in the plaza, offering support 
to the government in repelling this great 
outrage.

The members of the Georgia rifle team 
that went to Seagirt, N. J., in September 
to take part in the national rifle contests 
will receive pay and subsistence for the

CHECK FOR TAN 


Would Not Take Money from 
the Georgia Railroad, 


Railroed Has Difference with the 
State Regarding the Tax Ques- | 
tion, and the City Is There- 
by Prevented from 
Accepting Money. 


A check for $556.26 tendered by the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking ‘Company 
in payment of city taxes was refused by 
the Officials of the municipality’s tax de- 
partment yesterday morning. 

The difference with the railroad upon 
the question of taxes is this time, it 
appears, between the state and the cor- 
poration. Hon. W. A. Wright, comp- 
t‘oller general of Georgia, Has not yet 
informed the city of the amount of the 
franchise tax of the Georgia raljroad. 
reason for this is that the Georgla 
claims exemption from franchise taxa- 
tion, while the comptroller general and 
the attorney feneral declare that all 
branches of the road are not exempt. The 
question is yet to be settled and until 
it is the city will decline to accept any 
money from the Georgia except as a par- 


; tial payment, 


tendered the city yesterday 
for exactly the amount paid by 
the road in 1902. It ws for the com- 
plete city tax upon the road except the 
franchise tax. As soon as the check 
had been left with the city officials, John 
T. Collier, the tax investigator, consult- 
ed the three assessors and City Attor- 
ney Mayson, and after securing their 
opinion Mr. Collier returned the check of 
the Georgia road to the local officers and 
informed them that no payment would 
be amecepted until the comptroller gen- 
eral of the state declared the amount the 
city should receive. 

Tn 1833, it appears, the Georgia rail- 
road was given exemption from all taxes 
On railroad property for seven Years. 
Upon the expiration of that period the 
exemption was continued forever. Upor 
those portions of the road which were in 
operation in 1840, it is said, the state 
does not demand taxes, but it does de- 
mand taxes for all branches that were 
not in operation In 1840, 

The attorney general and the comp- 
troller general are said to agree in this 
opinion.
